But it will 
not be overlooked that for the past year or two 
the low etage of water has seriously retarded 
river business in the summer, and has at 
times made nevigation impossible.

be made navigable at all seasons of the year, 
and that one hundred thousand dollars could 
be properly expended. As the matter now 


stands there. is over forty thousand

The 
mmediate result was not strangulation, as 
ad been anticipated by thosein attendance 
nd by the general himself. Just how serious. 
be reeult would be on the general condition 
ftke patienf, could not be foretold early in 
he morning, but at 8:30 a. m., there was no 
arceptible increase of debility or weakness 
aveed by the loss of blood. At 8:30 General 
rant, under influence of morphisa, was. 
leeping in asitting posture. -Drsa. Douglas 
nd Shrady were present. The .hemorrhage

ithout any ah pr applications. It is, of 
urse, possible thatthe crisis may occur to- 
sy, but the probability of such a turn during

San- 
or Chatfee’s opinion this morning is that 
ercral Grant may not die during the day, 
pnd euch is the opinion of well posted persons 
bo bave’ no incentive or beut to be alarm- 
ts, though all hold themselvesin readiness, 
rany critical developments. The hemor- 
bsce this morning in General Grant’s throat 
as arterial, and not venous blood. The gen- 
tel seems not atall alarmed aad the family 
es not very greatly frightened. The hemor- 
bege was due somewhat to the increase of the 
isease, and was induced by a momentary fit of 
wghivg. The probabilities are that he may 
urvive the day. 

At 11 a. m., General Grant’s condition re- 

gins unchanged. He has taken his food 
ithout pain. His pulse is still steady and. 
eatonably firm. There is no more hemor- 

thage. His mind is clear. He replies to 

questions, and gives evidence of the same un-: 

complaining firmness which has characterized 

him during his entire sickness. - 
THE CONDITION OF THE GENERAL. 

Dr. Barker was seen afver consultation to- 
dey, when he was leaving General Grant’s 
house.
